The knights of Columibua opened 
up their sixth recreation c«nter on

Vicar General foley, wbo was 
here to attend the opening ot tiie 
ohaplalns' school, gate orders tor 
the tent to be moved SMnrday 
afternoon. There was no detail to 
be had at that time of the day, and 
General Secretary Clines, with .Sec- 
retaries Villier.s, Lee, Schuifeu- 
berper anil .Shiniiick, undertook the 
proposition ot its removal. Tiii.s 
was a new branch of the Secre- 
larles' woik and llie tent was taken 
down without mishap, but In erect- 
ing same things did not go as 
smoothly, as the big tent collapsed 
when a sudden gust ot irbid attnok 
It before it liad <>eea fattened on 
the sides, end the K. of C. Secre- 
taries were caught under the falling 
canvas. Fortunately none of the 
large poles struck any of the Sec- 
retaries, and the only inconvenience 
they Buffered was the dust that was 
raised by the falling. as they 
crawled out safely from henwith 
the mass, and ait no one was hurt 
tBey again set to work to put it up 
afraln. The tent was tlnnlly finished 
at about 3 o'clock, ami the iiiirk

At 4:30 a telephone call was re- 
T'ix.'d from the Rev. Charles P. 
Ruffo, saying that he had an altar 
to donate to the KpiRhts of Colum- 
bus work. The truck was Imme- 
diately started to Father Raffo's, 
and Secretaries Scharfenberger and 
Shlnnick were back to the camp at 
t;30, where the altar was set up 
«t the new No. 5 activity center. 
Ohaplalo (Barrett assigned two 
prlest« to this new headduarters, 
who arrived shortly after dark, and 
eonfesBlons were heard la the 
small tent on the outside of the 
large one. Two \aif^ signs were 
placed on the tent with the eus- 
tomary "Everybody Welcome" invi- 
tation very prominent, and also a 
sign giving the time of masses on 
Sunday morning. At x o'clock 
Sunday morning the flriit ma,ss was 
celebrated by Father' Kellv, fiom 
the chaplains' sctaopl, and although 
the tent had hardly been up more 
than eighteen hours ther* were 
sixty-odd boys at the first mass, 
eighteen of whom received com- 
munion in a place that the day be- 
fore was nothiuK but a commons. 
The mass started at 8 o'clock, the 
tent being located right next to the 
regimental canteen and fifty feet 
irom a ball game, which started at 
the same time just across the road, 
(t was not tons before Oeneral Sec- 
retary Cllnes duooTered that a new 
Une of work was to be Included in 
the duties of a Secretary, and it 
was necessary to station Secretary 
Villied- outside the teot to stop the 
foul bails from disturbing the di- 
vine sacrifice. It was a new ex- 
perience for all present, with the 
priest reading mass, <^'veryl)ody on 
their kneee in the dust, ten feet 
away hundreds of soldiers buying 
their supplies and dellcaclee from 
the canteen, wMIe Just across .the 
road a base4>all game between two 
of the ronipantes, with all .of the 
accompanying noise and fuss that 
usually attends thi.s well known 
pastime. Some of the remarks of 
the soldiers at the l)iill game were 
hardly in kef-ping with the words' 
of the Knights of Columbus ctiap- 
lain celebrating mass in the tent,- 
but It was a wonderful opening for 
the new K. 0. center. 

Vloar Oeneral Foley Tlsttsd the 
oamp for the opening ot the chai»- 
ladns' school on Friday, and he 
spent Saturday and Sunday on « 
tour of inspection ot the Knights 
of Columbus buildings. Father 
Foley is a man of very hmad mind 
an<l his Ideas of the Knights ef 
Coiunibus work in the camp are 
conducive of great eucceea. He 
wishes to carry out the ideas of 
Secretary Baker in aQowlng tlie 
recreation bolldinca to be pot (nto 
the camp, and thait is to'liaTe noth- 
ing to Interfere with the pleasure, 
comfort or deBires of the eoldiers 
while In the Knights of Columbus 
recreation centers. The crowded 
condition at the big auditorium on 
the Poplar J^vel road caused him 
to endorse, the enlarging of this 
building, which Is now the second 
largest building in the camp. His 
snggestion will double the capacity 
of this point and will provide a 
■pedal plaoe for the Queen's Daugh< 
ters to erfrve the men with breakfast 
on Sunday mornings, which they 
nave been doing so faithtolly ever 
since the€anip Btarte<l.

The new chaplains' .school, which 
has just opened and which is the 
largest in number of any .-^o far. 
nas listed among its students over 
100 Catholic priests. These men 
are from all over the country and 
wore very much taken witii the 
aotlvltl^ bere at Camp Zachary 
Taylor. They Tery gladly volun- 
teered their serrlces to assist in 
the Knights of Columbus work at 
all six buildings, two priests going 
to each place, while four were sta- 
tioned at tlie auditorium on the 
Poplar Level load. The leveri-nd 
fathers at the auditorium heard 
confessions last Saturday night until 
nearly 11 o'clock, upwards of 340 
men receiving the sacraments of 
penance. On Sunday morning 
twenty-six masses were celebrated 
In the camp by the chaplains. This 
Is a condition that does not exist 
Rt any military camp in the coun- 
li\ liidny. arid Ifotii a religious 
standpoint Camp Zachary T,iylor is 
most fortunate. 

On Friday night (he Quarter- 
master's band from .leffersonvllle, 
Ind., paid a visit to Camp Taylor 
and gave a most delightful pro- 
gramme, first at building No. 2, 
where the colored troops are sta- 
tioned, and later on at the audi- 
torium 6a the Poplar Level road. 
At both places their reception was 
a contlnuotiR ovation, and they de- 
served every hit of the applause 
because their work with the musi- 
cal instruments was excellent. The 
hand is under the direction of Sergt. 
Morton and is composed of some of 
the musicians who formerly played 
at St. Augustine's church at Thir- 
teenth and Broadway, all of the 
members of tixe band being colored 
•bldlen, and they were the guests 
of the Knights of Columbus, 
through the courtesy of Capt. T. 
O'Donavnn. of the Quartermaster's 
Depot in Jeffersonville. 

The vaudeville shows given dur- 
ing the week played to capacity 
crowds at all of the buildings, many 
soldiers pavUelnating in the enter- 
tainment.

properly appreciated by the whole 
civilized world; 

Looking backward upon the sev- 
nteen months wliich have lapsed 
since the entry of our country into 
the war. we can declare with satis- 
faction that tne members of the 
Central Society, true to the tradi- 
tions of our organization, have 
justified in thought and action the 
confidence placed in them, and -have 
completely fulfilled their duty to- 
ward our country, the United 
States, inspired by the principles of 
true patriotism as expressed in the 
resolutions adopted by the Execu- 
tive In May, 1917, and In those 
adopted by the general convention 
in August, ml 7. We express the 
firm confidence that they will con- 
tin'ue, with the same readiness for 
senMce and in the same spirit of 
sacrifice to place iheU means and 
abiliUes at «he disposaT ot the 
country.

From Ivondon conies news that tlie 
freedom of the press In Ireland has 
been extinguished by the latest de- 
cree of Field Marshal French, Lord 
Lieutenant of Irelan<l. Any news- 
pai>er that piildislies any n»port of 
any speech delivered at any meet- 
ing for the holding of -.vhich a poli<e 
permit has not been obtained will 
be prosecuted under the ooeroion 
act, the editor and publislwr being 
llaole to heavy fine and imprison- 
ment. Thus any Nationalist mem- 
ber of Parliament who addresses 
his constituents, no matter what 
the character of his speech, if he 
has not humbly applied beforehand 
for a permit, will be prosecuteil 
himself. an<l any newspaper publish- 
ing a report of that spe<*ch will also 
t>e prosecuted. This order is not 
directed against 8e<litlous or dis- 
loyal speeches only, hut against all 
speeches Jthat are not licensed by 
the police.

In 
all he advanced about I140.0O0 to 
the American cause, and In those 
days that was an Immense sum of 
money. Less than two months from 
tiie day he received his commission 
he was in command of a body of 
troops In the army that engaged 
the British at the battle of. the 
nrandywine. The Americans num- 
bered in all about 11,000 effective 
troops, although their total number 
was about 15,000, while the British 
(ouironted them with an army of 
18,000 traine<l men. Then on Sep- 
tember 11. 1877, when he had just 
passed his twentieth birthday, 
young Lafayette, a tall stripling, re- 
ceived his baptism of fire. He re- 
ceived more than that, for o»e of 
his legs was so badly wounded hy 
a bullet that he had to be carried 
to Bethlehem, where he lay for 
w^eks, attended by the Moravian 
Sisters. - 

For a time Lafayette was under 
Gen. Sullivan, and he saw much 
hard service. When the Rhodo 
Island campaign was drawing to a 
cloB<» and D'lCstalng's fleet and 
1,000 French troops were with- 
drawn, it became evident to those 
who thought on the subject tbat 
the patriot army was in sad 
quandry.

Developments on the battle front 
in France now Indicate that the 
Oerman Army baa doiinttely taken 
the attitude Of defense, -while the 

Allies are striking at different 
points to prevent any gnn\1 oonren- 
tratlon of enemy forc<>s. Tlie initia- 
tive has now passed to the army 
commanded 4>y FocAi and the Oer- 
mana are slowly giving up the 
ground gained by them at such ter- 
rible cost In the spring offensive, 
rheir plan seems Id l>e to give away 
gradually liin i; t i t ,. lines from 
which they started last Ifaroh, and 
there Is now little d«nger that they 
will undertake anolSier offensive 
movement this year. The problem 
of the Allies a fe^v months acn was 
to hold on until America rouid ar- 
rive. They have done that, and 
with the aid of the Americans they 
4ave beaten bacic the foe and placed 
him on the defenslvie. T i w - 
more , than ^ w^h a d a rlglu ' ■ 
la.st April. All that wa.s hoped for 
has been accompli8he<l-— and much 
more. Tline is reason for con- 
gratulatioo in that. But the 
problem haa not yet <been worked 
out to eolution. 

On the defensive the foe is still 
formidable, go much so t^.tit it were 
folly to hope for a great allied of- 
feneive this year. That must be 
left for next year when America 
will have her full Rtrength in 
Prance. Oea. March aaya that 
eighty divisions of American sol- 
dier.'! sho\ilii tie al)lc^ to break the 
Oerman defense and win the war 
next year. We may doubt whether 
next year will see the termination 
of the wnr. (but we ean not doubt 
that America will win if we only 
carry out the administration pro- 
gramme of rushing troops to France 
In large numl)ers. The balance haa 
now inclined in our favor and we 
should never allow the advantage to 
pass from ua again. The new man 
power bni should give the nation 
adequate force to do what is ex 
pected of u.s next year. It is up 
to us to finish the war and it 
gliould be done as speedily as pos- 
sible. Better a abort campaign 
with enough men than a long drawn 
out war that will prove coctly in 
the end.

A gieat sliock to tlie Catholic and 
literary world w.is the news Irom 
France last week ui the death in 
action of the beloved poet.

He waa bom in 
New Brunswick, December 6, 1886. 
He attended both Rutgers Prepara- 
tory School and Rutgers College, be- 
ing at the latter Institution from 
1904 to 1906. He received the 
degree of A. B. from Columbia 
University In 1908. On April 23, 
i;il4, Joyce Kilmer joined the 
famous Seventh Regiment of New 
York. He was transferred in Aug- 
ust .to the Sixty-ninth Regiment, 
now the IfiSth. He was at first in 
the statistical denartment, from 
which he was ransrered to Ihe in- 
telligence division. He -was fcmd 
of military life and la lore with 
England and France. In fact be 
had hoped to buy a pretty home In 
France, where he could pa.s.s his va- 
cations. Joyce Kilmer had the op- 
portunity to secure a coinmia=iion 
with the Columbia College Training 
School, but he preferred to shoulder 
a gun himself and get into the 
actual fighting. He <went away 
from New York as a private and 
was sent overseas In October. 1917. 
He wa« promoted to Corporal and 
then Sergeant. He did not want to 
go any further. He liked the work 
and didn't want to be a cwnmis- 
sloned officer. Besides his father 
and mother and wife the deceased 
leaves four children. They are 
Kenton, the oldest, nine years of 
age; Deboraih, Michael and Chris- 
topher.

St. Rose of Lima, whose feast 
has just he^n celebrated, was bom 
In Lima, the capital of I'eru, April 
20, l.^,S(i, and at the time of her 
birth hei' parents were very rich in 
'this world's goods but lost it all 
later. Her name was Isabel, but on 
account of her marked b'eauiy peo- 
ple came to call her Rose, and by 
thai name she was always known. 
As soon as she could speak she be- 
ban to pray and loved prayer better 
than anything in the world. She 
seemed ever to live in the presence 
of God, who her good mother told 
her could see all she did, reading 
even her thoughts. Even in her 
Bleep she was often heard to re- 
peat "May Jesus bf with me; 
blessed be Jesus." Her beauty In- 
creased with years and people were 
In the habit of alluding to it in her 
presence, which constantly dis- 
tressed the modest child to the 
point of tears. 

In spite of her goodness Rose was 
not without tendeaetes to certain 
faults, the chief of whicn was van- 
ity. For this reason she never 
wearied of asking God to deliver 
h^r from the temptation of admlr- 
mi; herself and practiced .solf-morti- 
firation as a g\iard against it. One 
day when she was going to a liitle 
party with some other children her 
mother placed upon her head a gar- 
land of flowers which she had 
woven for her. There happened to 
be thome mingled with the (roses 
and Rose, who did not dare to re- 
move the crown which her mother 
had toM her to wear, pressed it 
Into her head so tightly that she 
was badly cut by the thorns. The 
child's mother died when she was 
very young, and her father married 
Rgain a woman irtto was auiat un- 
kind to her. 

She had always ardently dsslred 
to become a Dominican, hut ae there 
was no order of these religious In 
Lima she joined the Tertiaries of 
St Dominic, like the Thlid Order 
of St. Francis. After this she oc- 
cupied a little cell In the garden, 
whore she lived apart from the rest 
of the household. It is said that 
from this time she mortified her 
Innocent body in the severest man- 
ner and she did it all as a sacrifice 
fo atone for the sins of the unre- 
nentent. Like St. Catherine of 
Rienne, whom she greatly admired, 
Kt. Rose was also mystically 
espoused to our Lord. For a long 
Mme she received holy communion 
every day, and that was often her 
only nouririiment. Sometimes irtte 
passed whole weeks witiioat taking 
food. 

During the last year of lier Hfe, 

as she was praying one night at her 
window, a beautiful bird came and 
perched on the sill. Rose began to 
sing a canficlp, as was her nightly 
custom, and the bird joined In, 
trilling a sweet accompaniment to 
the hymn. From that time until 
the day of her death the bird ap- 
peared at the same hour, singing 
with her the praises of God. Her 
last Ulnees was of three weeks' 
duration, and during this time she 
(Uttered intensely, but gave proof 
of her piety by the patience with 
which she bore it all. He.r last 
words were: "Jesus, Jesus, be with 
me!" She died on August. 24. 
Wtj; -anrf-Zrer 6oTfy-W.ir laid "in the 
church of the Doniinieans. where It 
still rests, the most precious trea.s- 
uro of the great and lich kity of 
Lima. «St. Rose was canonized In 
1671 and became patroness of 
America and the Philippines.

Apropos of the London Times' 

veiled threat to revive the penal

"Catholics in the British empire 
will awept no toleration from the 
British Junkers of the Northdiffe 
type; but they will insist upon 
their rights if necessary with their 
lives. If the NorthcUffes wlefli to 
provoke a new Kulturkampf they 
ran, but they ought to remember 
Bismarck. It is certalnbr aot patrl- 
ptlc on t<he part of Lor^l(fo^:thcliffe 
to 'remffia' "CiitJioIice OC' the penal 
laws at a time when a'GKkholic has 
been made Chancellor of the Ger- 
man empire. 

"The Irish Bishops hav'- not In- 
terferred in any purely political 
question. They haw Intervened in 
a moral question of the gravest ini 
port, as they had, a perfect right to 
do. The papers wM&h applauded 
Ih* Intervention of Cardinal Mercier 
on behalf of hie own people and 
their rights suddenly discover a 
political flavor in the words of Car- 
dina>l lx>Kue when he fakes action 
of an analogous kln<l. A grave In- 
^sMce was proposed to lie done to 
their people, and the Irish Bislhops 
have not hesitated to speak words 
that could be cfearly understood. 
They daim that the fundamental 
right of a nation to conscript Its 
own citizene shall not be exercised 
by anoUher nation In dlreot oaposi- 
tion to the wiih of the Irleb peo- 
ple. ' 

"The democratic voters of Eng- 
land must be grateful to Cardinal 
Logue for the stand which h*> has 
taken; and we should leave the mat- 
ter willingly in their hands, if they 
were free to vote. W*> have hea(d 
much since the war began oif the 
Iniquity of making Bohemians fight 
for Austria and Pdea for Germany, 
but what new version of the moral 
aw for British benefit makes it 
lawful for us to force Irishmen to 
tight for a caus^ for Which they do 
not desire to fight? If the self-de- 
termination of small nations has 
any nieuning It surely means that 
they themselves are to determine 
the causes for which they think it 
right to give tlhelr lives." 

The writer is of the opinion that 
It is largely owing to the attitude 
of President Wilson and America 
that the NorthdifTe press ^hae been 
unable as yet to make the British 
Government enforce eonacription in 
lT«land.
